teer movement was started. 

In the last month a visit in every 
nook and corner of the nine counties 
of Ulster develops that the chief op- 
position to Home Rule centers in the 
city of Belfast and its immediate 
where the Orange organi- 
zation maintains its stronghold, but 
the gospel of armed resistance to 
Parliament has permeated every- 
where and has been fanned into a 
flame of fanaticilam through the cir- 
culation of incendiary and seditious 
pamphlets and other Iiterature. 

Preparations for civil war have 
gone on apace, and have been ex- 
pedited through the sympathy or in- 
difference of the tocal government 
officials. The district inspectors, the 
Royal Irish Constabulary in North- 
east Ulster, the custome officials, the 
local peace officers, and even the ju- 
dictary are for the most part promi- 
nent members of the loyal Orange 
organization and make no secret of 
their personal opposition to Home 
Rule. Never has a more callous or 
defiant exhibition of official negligence 
than that which attended the recent 
gun-running exploit at Larne been 
witnessed. 

The sensational coup fired the im- 
agination of the Carsonites with an 
overweening estimate of their own 
military prowess, while appeals to re- 
ligiour bigotry have inflamed their 
passions. It is to be foared that the 
men who have fathered this move- 
ment have reared a child which may 
yet prove a troublesome and unruly 
hetr.

The only answer 
was the words: ‘You go to hell,’ 
epoken with a foreign accent and ac- 
companied by a rain of shots. 

“The men in the colony being driv- 
en back and the presence of women | 
being thus known, Capt. Carson, 
Lieut. Linderfelt and other officers 
and men made a dash in among the 
burning tents for the purpose of res- 
culing women. At first they took sev- 
eral women from the tents, some of 
which were burning, and some not, 
and then they discovered subterran- 
ean pits beneath many of the tents) 
and that some of them were stored 
with human occupants. 

“When the pits were discovered the 
difficulty of getting out the women 
and children increased. Lieut. Lin-| 
derfelt took a woman from one tent | 
who could not apeak English, but she 
made him underetand that he must | 
return. She went back with him and | 
Indicated one of these holes in the 
ground, from which the lieutenant | 
took two littie children in the nick of 
time. Capt. Careon related that when 
he was in an apparently open-floored | 
tent he heard the crying or whining 
of something livine beneath.

LONG BEACH, May 2.--Forty feet 
below the surface a huge bone waa 
unearthed by workers excaveting at a 
brick company’s plant at Seventh 
street and Zimeno avenue today.

convention in the federation’s history. 

The question of re-districting, how- 
ever, would not down, or would not 
stay down after the proposed amend- 
ment had been assaulted with a gue; 
cession of brogdeides of amendments 
to the amendment and heg-tied in a 
maze of parliamentary cordage which 
itaxed to the limit the cleverness and 
resourcefulness of the presiding officer 
and perliamentarian to unt e. 

WELL-FLAVORED. 

The debate on thie question, as wel) 
as the resolutions, was deliciously 
spicy and marked by a frankness of 
expression from the floor that was 
noticeably absent from the preceding 
uniformly harmonious seasionan The 
delegates never once loat their dignity, 
however, and no jll-feeling was occa- 
sioned by the smart give and take 


during the digcuasion of the redis- 
tricting amendment.

again next year in yet another form, 
one change wag ordered to go tnto ef- 
fect at once.

At ite last meeting it geve its 
unqualified approval to the recom- 
mendations of Fire Chief Eley that an 
appropriation be asked for to pur- 
chase additional land immediately ad- 
joining the Hill-etreet fire station, 
near Second atreet, wherein is located 
Engine Company No. 3, and where 
the chief maintains his headquarters. 
Property on either the north or south 
gide of the present station would be 
acceptable for the purposes men- 
tioned. It would have to be acquired 
through either arbitration or con- 
demnation proceedings. 

The board’s recommendations will 
go to the City Council tomorrow. in 
his recommendation, which the board 
has approved, Chief Eley Says that 
the additional space is needed for the 
purpose of installing additional ap- 
peratus in order to properly protect 
the ‘central congested district from 
the hill district exposures in this vi- 
cinity. 

“The opening of the First and Sec- 
ond-street tunnels will necessitate the 
maintenance of a double company at 
this point,” says Chief Eley, “on ac- 
count of the great facility and speed 
with Which the district west of Fig- 
veroa street can be reached from this 
location. 

“Furthermore, and I desire to lay 
great stress upon this fact, it often 
happens that when fires occur in the 
congested district served by Engine 
Company No. 3 and the other down- 
town companies are already at a fire, 
it ia then necessary to call in ap- 
paratus from further out, which 
means delay.

Probably a majority of the 
convention would have remedied any evils 
complained of, but it was held that it was 
not in the power of the convention to change 
the rules so as to exclude or to admit dele 
gates contrary to the rules and practices 
then existing, and which had existed for 
many years. 

These causes of dissension have been 
practically eliminated for the future. Mr. 
Charlies D. Hilles, the chairman of the Na- 
tional Republican Committee, has. with the 
cooperation of his colleagues, formulated 
a plan which will probably be accepted by 
the party State and territorial conventions, 
and which, if accepted, will become oper- 
ative two years from now, when the dele. 
gates to the next Republican Nationa] Con- 
vention shall be chosen. 

Under the new plan the national com- 
mittee will not undertake to prescribe the 
method of electing delegates, and each State 
will determine for itself whether delegates 
shall be elected by direct primary or at 
large or from Congressional districts or in 
any other manner that the State may choose 
to adopt. 

These concessions being made, there does 
not seem to be any good reason why the 
breach resulting from the Rooseveltian bolt 
should not be completely healed and the 
Grand Old Party resume control of the 
nation.

outside of Mexico. The quarreling leaders 
appear to be fearful of each other; they 
make charges against one another, until 
there is cause to wonder if any of them is 
free from guile. 

One day's dispatches ineline us toward 
suspicion that Villa wil! strike for Mexico 
City at the first indication that Huerta is 
unprepared; the next day we are told that 
Huerta is taking precautions not to be un- 
prepared and is massing his troops at the 
capital and making an alliance with Za-. 
pata; and the following day we are told 
that Carranza flatly refuses to cansider an 
armistice, giving as bis reason that he does 
not trust his enemies to keep the faith 

The difficulties in the way of mediation | 
can scarcely be overestimated. They would 
be serious enough for months of hard 
work if all of the factions were sin- 
cerely and peaceably attempting to aid. As | 
long as the fighting continues the efforts to 
set up a constitutional government will not 
be respected. It may be that Carranza. and 
Villa wish to try mediation only after they 
have been convinced that they cannot beat 
down Huerta; and that Huerta is not wholly | 
satisfied to place his affairs under the sza- 
pervision of the mediators until he hes 
hopelessly failed to crush the rebels. . 

But mediation is not to be the sanctuary | 
behind which the faction that is defeated 
shall ultimately hide. Its work should be- 
gin now. ‘But unless an armistice is estal- 
lished and maintained, it will be impossible 
for the mediators to accomplish anyth'nz 
definite and constructive. Obviously, ihe 
only solution is to establish peace—to 
take some measure that will guarantee to 
Huerta, Carranza, Villa, Zapata and al! the 
other chiefs and chieftains that the wise 


and salutary thing will be for each to keep 


the faith. 

The only way to do that effectively and 
economically is, as The Times has empha- 
sized again and again, with a joint armed 
intervention of the world powers. For the 
United States to advance further into Méx- 
ico, single-handed and alone, would furnish 
an excellent excuse for the factions to im- 
pugn oes metives and attempt aggressive 
fighting against us. It would, in all proba- 
bility, force us into that war which we now 
have hope of avoiding. 

But let England, Germany, France and 
Italy join with the Latin-American repub- | 
lies and the United States in demanding | 
that hostilities cease in Mexico while the | 
mediators are drafting their proposals, and | 
Huerta, Carranza and Villa will realize that 
each will have to obey. Let England, Ger- 
many, France and Italy send sbips and ma- 
rines to enfoTte the. agreement to, and ob- 
servance of, the armistice and no faction 
will longer have cause to believe that an- 
other will not keep.the faith. All of those 
countries have interests in Mexico: each of 
those countries desires to see peace and 
order restored to Mexico: and no one of 
them, wo believe, would offer a single pre- 
text for refusing to aid the United States. 

It is probable, as it would be courteous, 
and not prejudice the position of Mexico or 
of the United States, that those nations 
will be consulted to some extent before the 
plans adopted for mediation are put into 
force. Once the mediators put their hands 
to the plow they must go to the end of the 
furrow and not leave their task until the 
new government of Mexico has proved ef- 
fective and satisfactory; hence it is only 
to be expected that the mediators will want 
the approval and moral support of European 
countries having interests in. Mexico: and 
as they are to be benefited, they «hould 
not object to taking some means to assure 
the benefit 

And mediation can never succeed until 
peace is established. The United States 
undoubtediv establish singzle- 
handed, but it woulf® probably first require 
a long, expensive, bloody war, and we would

And Some of Her Peculiar Ways. 

Where does a man go when he goes to 
sleep? About twenty-three years of a man's 
life—fully ‘so much as that if he lives ra- 
tionally—he is gone away from here, no- 
body knows where. Even the most vigilant 
wife cannot guess at his whereabouts eight 
hours in the twenty-four. And the man 
himself knows as little concerning his 
movements during those hours of .mystery 
as does any one else.

You set 
your muscles in splendid determination, 
and they straightway cramp themselves 
into knots.

GREAT many people will vouch 
for the statement that “bubbies” 
play 4 large part in many of the 

attractive happenings of life—bub- 
bles that drift up from the bottom 
of glasses; the airy bubbles of the 
casties that dreamers bulld, and on 
down to the every-day things such as 
the foods we eat. 

Yesterday the class in The Times 
School of Domestic Science had a les- 
son in cream sponge cake and in this 
demonstration, bubbles had the lead- 
ing role. Mra. Haffner-Ginger. who is 
conducting the school, told the class 
that just the amount of bubbles that 
were folded into the eggs that went 
into the cake, just so large and fluffy 
the finished result would be. 

First the eggs must always be 
whipped in the same direction and 
the bowl in which they are whipped 
must be kept steady and not turned, 
then the whites and yolks separately 
must be folded and folded unti) the 
yolks are t) roughly beaten and the 
whites are very stiff... 

“It isn't how much you whip the 
whites, that counts,” said Mrs. Haff- 
ner-Ginger, “but how stiff »ou make 
them and the number of bubbles you 
make,” and she held aloft the dasher 
with which she had been fulding the 
eges and with her chin tilted at a 
very critical angle, viewed the frothy 
mass that clung te the whip. “When 
the beaten eggs remain in any posi- 
tion you place, then they are whipped 
enough,” she said. 

In making a sponge cake Mrs. Haff- 
ner-Ginger sald. the sugar must be 
added to the beaten whites and folded 
in very slowly in the same direction 
the air cella had been whipped in, and 
the greatest care must be taken that 


ing in the sugar, which is so much 
heavier then the eggs, then when the 
sugar is thoroughly mixed with the 
whites of the eggs. the yolks are 
lightly added and folded in the same 
way. 

Another interesti thing that the 
class learned yesterday was that in 
making a sponge cake the cream of 
tartar should be added to the whites 


and without soda in wil) never leaven 
in the world. It should be added to 
the whites of the eggs, because, being 
an acid, it cuts the eggs and allows 
the air bubbles, which are so neces- 
sary to the life of the sponge, to form. 
The addition of the cream of tartar 
te the whites, makes a surprising 
difference. Just try one egg with 
cream of tartar and one without and 
see the difference. The one without 
will have much larger air celis and 
| will not be nearly so light. The more 
| air bubbles or cells, the more whipped * 
efes you have.”

RADIUM I8 SCARCE. 


teen Pounds in the Whole World, 

Hence Ite High Price. 

[Chicago Record-Herald:] A recent 
census concerning the quantities of 
salts of radium existing at the pres- 
ent time in the scientific and medical 
laboratories of the globe shows that 
there are not more than six or seven 
grammes, or about seventeen pounds, 
of metallic radium in the whole 
world. 

The industry of radium was born in

| gineers of Paris Pau! Besson has just 


now recalled the fact that from that 
period till 1904, from thirteen tons of 


| pitchblende residuum it was only pos- 


sible to extract about two or three 
grammes of radium, which served 
specially to supply the laboratory of 
Mr. and Mme. Curte. 

But an Austrian law put a stop to 
the exportation of the radio-active 
ores of Joachimsthal. Radium was 
then extracted in France from much 
poorer ores, which contain only from 
a half to two milligrammes of radi- 
um per ton, whereas the residues of 
pitchblende contained from 1090 to 200 
milligrammes of radium per ton. 

During the last three or four years 
Austria has not treated more than 
three or four tons of pitchblende per 
year, from which were extracted an- 
nually less than one gramme of radi- 
um. 

America and England do not as vet 
produce radium saltsa. It is Fran. 
who at present controls the produc- 
tion and the market of the precious 
metal, 

The price of a gramme of bromure 
of hydrafed radium remains about 
$76,000. 

The principal owners of radium are 
Mme. Curte and Sir Ernest Cassel of 
London.

AS A PROBLEM. 


CRUSADES IN ENGLAND HAVE 
USUALLY FAILED. 


Reformers Find That British In- 
stitution Is Too Firmly Entrenched 
to Admit of Any Change at Pres- 
ent, Although Little Future Is Left 
to Those Who Work in Saloons.

LONDON, April 10.—‘The old at 
30” ia the unhappy lot of the British 
barmaid described in a report by Mra.

Frequent crusades have 
been started with the purpose of 
eliminating women, and particularly 
girls, from this vocation, but nothing 
lasting has been accomplished. One 
reason ie that the saloon is the work- 
ing man’s club, and he prefers those 
places where he can gossip with the 
girls. On the whole, the influence of 
barmaids is to raise the atmosphere 
of asfloons, but the influence of the 
saloons upon the women tis considered 


d. 

“The barmaid seen grows old,” 
says the report. “Sometimes she is 
old at 25: she is generally too old at 
Wer chances of marriage are 
emall unless she marries the barman 
or the manager, and almost the only 
recourse left to her is the streets. The 
number of women on the London 
atreetsa who have once been barmaids 
le out of all proportion to the total 
numbers in the trade.

IN FRANCE. 
Lawyer as a Doctor. 

A new treatment for tuberculosis, 
which in the opinion of some of the 
principal experts in the disease, gives 
greater hope for a cure than anything 


yet discovered, was described to the 
Academy of Medicine the other day. 


The treatment consists of combined 
intramuscular injections of antigenic 
solutions and of ferments which are 
modified according to the condition of 
each patient. The treatment, it is 
claimed, causes the drying up of lung 
cavities, and the disappearance of the 
bacilll and stops the fever—three re- 
sults which never have been obtained 
by any previous methods. The ac- 
tion of the injections is said to be 
extremely rapid on incipient cases. 

In several cases described, the pa- 
tients were said to have been able 
to follow their usual occupation. Of 
fifty-four persons treated, seventeen 
were claimed to have been cured. 
Most of the other cases were stil) 
being treated. 

The report on the new treatment 
was read by Prof. Maurice Letulle. 
It was prepared by Prof. Edmond 
Lardy of Neva and Drs. Edmond WU. 
Colbeck and Leonard L. B. Williams 
of London, all experts in lung dis- 
ease. 

Spahlinger originally was a lawyer, 
but abandoned law for science. He 
spent four years in work and $100,- 
000 of his private fortune in the 
search which led to his discovery. 


Fresh Air Promotion. 

Mrs. Annie Wilson Howe, President 
Wlleon’s sister, has become an earn- 
est promoter of the Fresh Air Art 
Society. an International organization 
now about ten months old, whose 
purpose is to stimulate healthy and 
rational ideas in every variety of art, 
literature, music, painting and sculp- 
ture. 

Mrs. Howe is one of four honorary 
members, the others being the Prin- 
cess Alexandrine Windisch-Graetz of 
Austria, the Earl of Plymouth and 


Lord Windsor. Among the _ thirty 
members are Auguste Rodin, the 
sculptor: Camille Flammarion, the 


philosopher-astronomer; the Countess 
Hiartenau, widow of the Battenburg 
Prince of Bulgaria, and Lady Phyllis 
Windsor-Olive, who is reputed to do 
the most beautiful embroidery and 
decorative work in England. 

Some notable American members 
are Grace King, the Louisiana novel- 
ist: Warrington Dawson, the novelist 
of Charleston, 8S. C.: John Powell, the 
composer, and Alice Stopford Green, 
the historian. Dawson and Powell are 
the founders of the society. 

Mrs. Howe, who has been living 
here for a year, assisted in organizing 
interest in France In the principles of 
the society, which are as follows:

To acknowledge that exploiters of 
superficial emotions or seekers after 
sheer eccentricity represent the spirit 
of our age, is to pronounce this age 
unworthy to be a link between the 
past as we know it and the future as 
we have the right to desire it.

VERY FAIR historical analysis of the 
American people and the evolution and 
development of our great sections of 
territory is set forth in this volume... It is 
an ambitious work, and does not slight any 
phase of the subject in hand. “Ours has 
been a growth,” writes the author, “un- 
spoiled and lovely. the natural, 
growth of the child, protected from luxury 
in ite adolescence, furnished with every ne- 
cessity as manhood 
experience, not knowing how or when to 
utilize bis resources, but sane, strong, cour- 
ageous and indomitable.” There is a most 
excellent chapter on the reasons for Spanish 
and French failures in colonization, it being 
pointed out that “cut-throats and down-at- 
the-heel gentlemen of Hurope, looking for 
sudden riches,” were far from gbod material 
for settlers, and that they came to spots un- 
suitable for permanent colonies, without 
preparation for settlement, and in ignorance 
of the nature of the mainiand. Much is told 
about the unjust treatment of the Indians by 
the Spaniards, much that might also be said 
of their treatment by Americans also. The 
“English Genesis of the United States,” and 
“The Economic Growth of the Colonies” fol- 
low, the latter chapter containing a rather 
full explanation of the economic causes for 
separation from the mother country. Next 
comes a chapter on the “Origin of American 
Democracy,” tin which the author states: 
“American democracy originated in neces- 
sity: the settlers did their own work be- 
cause there was "0 one else who could by 
any possibility do ...” 

“The justification of the American Revo- 
lution,” writes Usher. “lies in the fact that 
the colonies were sttong enough to stand 
alone, had governed themselves for a cen- 
tury or more, and could see no economic, 
ethical or constitutional advantages in such 
a connection as the English proposed. What- 
ever the law was, they were in fact free 
agents, sovereign powers, able to accept or 


reject measures and policies as they 
om xy best. The logic of facts was with 
them.”

YSTERIA,” SAYS 
WILFRED WARD. 


OPINION OF DUBLIN EDITOR ON 
WOMAN MOVEMENT. 


Every Great Advance in Human 
Conditions Results in an Enrich- 
ment of English Literature, but 
Suffragiam Has Failed to Do This, 
He Says. ~ 


{Washington Herald:] Comes Wil- 
fred Ward, with all the authority of 
the editor of the Dublin Review, ard 
the arbiter elegantiarum in English 
literature, and says: 

“The woman movement is hysteria.” 

Mr. Ward traveled all the way 
across the Atlantic Ocean and half 
Way across the American continent— 
to Chicago, in fact—to drive his state- 


ment home to the people of the United 
States. .In large part the assertion is 
based upon the fact that eve reat 
movement has produced genuine lit- 
erature, and upon his claim that the 
woman movement hag not enriched 
literature. ‘ 

The declarations of Mr. Ward are 
regarded as among the most momen- 
tous estimations of the so-called 
feminism that the well-nigh eternal 
woman question has evinced, and since 
it is quite possible he may enunciate 
them in Washington, they have an 
added interest. 

Here is his attitude, as Mary Synon 
of Chicago set it down: 

IN LONDON AND DUBLIN. 


“Nowhere tn the world is the woman 
movement more centralized, more 
manifestly important, more apparently 
vital than it is in the British Isles. In 
nothing ia. feminine self-consciousness 
more prolific than in writings dealing 
with the phases of woman's new ac- 
tivity in life. London and Dublin, the 
two great literary cities of Great Brit- 
ain, have been flooded in the last ten 
years with tons of print concerned 
with the alms, purposes, psychology. 
romance and tragedy of woman's revo- 
lution from acceptance of the tradi- 
tfonal standards of laws, politica, in- 
dustrial and social atandards. It ia, 
therefore, more than ordinarily signifi- 
cant that the greatest living critic of 
English literature, Wilfred Ward, edi- 
tor of the Dublin Review, should de- 
clare that the woman movement has 
produced no great literature for the 
simple reason that the woman move- 
ment is all hysteria 

“Mr. Ward came all the way from 
Dublin to Chicago to fire his long- 
range guns at the militants, leaving 
the strongholds of fighting femininity 
only to arrive in a city where women 
are exercising a franchise right that 
they have acquired by gift from a 
Democratic Legisiature and a Demo- 
eratic Governor of tiilinois without 
even a show of force, but where the 
woman movement which he condemns 
is very nearly at flood tide. 

“The great editor's condemnation of 
the more acutely effervescent phases 
of the condition may apply more par- 
ticularly to London than to Chicago, 
but hie criticiam of the movement is 
general enough to have application to 
every place where women’s self-con- 
sciousness has become a factor in pub- 
lic affairs and private life. 

“About Chicago itself the editor has 
been enthusiastic. During his visit 
here, where he has been the guest of 
Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan of St. Mary's 
Church, and Rev. Thomas V. Shannon 
of Wilmette at the University Club, 
Mr. Ward has expres<ed his wonder at 
finding that ‘this city has had more in 
common with London than has New 
York, and his belief is that Chicago Is 
destined to be one of the great thought 
centers, as it is now the great com- 
mercial center, of the western conti- 
nent. 

“Of Chicago's part in the woman 
movement he pleads ignorance, ex- 
cept in its relation to the entire ques- 
tion. On that his life in London and 
Dublin, his associations, and his 
achievements give him authority § to 
speak with conviction. 

AS ONE HAVING AUTHORITY. 


“In order that Mr. Ward's right of 
judgment be admitted, may  0be 
stated that no man in Great Britain 
haw been in closer touch with the sig- 
nificant and important movements of 
the last fifty years than he. The son 
of William George Ward, the ‘Ideal 
Ward of the Oxford movement, who 
followed Nevman loyally in the great 
uvheaval that marked the latter's 
conversion to the Roman Catholic 
Church, Wilfred Ward has through- 
out his lifetime been associated with 
the great thinkers, publicists, states- 
men and poets of England and _iIre- 
land. 

“Newman, Wiseman, | Manning, 
Vaughan and Bourne have been his 
friends. Tennyson was for many 
years his nearest neighbor upon the 
Isle of Wight and his personal inti- 
mate. 

“Witrid Ward was one of that 
small group who used to listen to the 
reading from manuscript of ‘The 
Idylia of the King.’ His wife, a novel- 
isf of note, is the niece of the present 
Duke of Norfolk. He has served on 
boards and commissions which have 
secured some of the most vitally pro- 


gressive legislation enacted in the Brit- 


ish Parliament. He is the founder of 
the famous Synthetic Society. As editor 
of the Dublin Review, he is the man 
who accepted the finest work in Eng- 
lish literature in fifty years and prob- 
ably the finest prose ever written in 
English—Francis Thompson's essay 
on Shellev. He tse the discoverer of 
James Stephens. He is not only the 
arbiter elegantiaryum of English prose 
and poetry, but he is also a thinker 
who has founded his impressions upon 
clear-sighted observation, 
“A tall, gray-bearded, strikingly 
erect, dignified old man, with patrician 
features and straight brows that give 
him some elight resemblance to Ten- 
nyson, with a mellifiuous volce that 
he can deepen into mimicry of 
hoarser men, keen, blue eyes that 
twinkle with a most un-English sense 
of fun when he whirls off tales of 
humor, but which flash to cold steel 
when he strikes at some flaw in a 
pseudo-philosophy, some insincerity in 
a crusade, Wilfrid Ward is a notably 
striking figure. Something of the 
solfdity of English civilization eman- 
ates from his personality, as well as 
from his opinions, for all his courtll- 
ness of manner. 
NLENDS TRADITION WITH VISION. 
“His opinions, however, blend tra- 
dition witn vision. In order to gauge 
the value of the present unrest of 
women, the publicist looks back to 
the past and forward to the fu- 
ture, measuring ‘the woman move- 
ment by other movements that have 
had their day in English history. 
““Great movements in any history 
have always been associated with liter- 
Ward declares. ‘Liter- 


ary revivals,’ 
ature is, after all, the reflection of 
the pessing show, giving back the 


pieture more quickly than any other 
art, and in fact, becoming an integral 
part of the movement which mirrors. 
The greater the awakening of hu- 
manity, the greater the literature as- 
‘lated with it, 
we the renaissance gave to the world 
great literature, great paintings, great 
sculpture, because of the great inspira- 
tion, the great religious spirit that 


animated the time, The Elizabethan 


age of England was a time of mental 
broadening, the beginnings of impe- 
rialiam, and its literature not only set 
down these conditions, but empha- 
sized them to the people of that 
period. 

“‘In the same way one may find 
that every great movement in Eng- 
land, the new romantic, the Oxford 
movement, the reawakened imperial- 
ism, has each produced genuine liter- 
ature. 

“"*The woman movement hag not 
enriched our literature. 

“*AN the Mterature of the woman 
movement, as such, is morbid,’ the 
critic continued. ‘Morbidity has 
never characterized great art. Great 
art is always sane, always big, always 
inspiring of courage. Great art is 
produced by men and women who live 
normally, but whose sympathies for 
humanity, whose understanding of 
suffering are so great as to have a 
touch of the eternal in them. 

“ ‘Abnormal lives, abnormal! activi- 
tles, are never the cause of great art. 
Sometimes, as in a few notable cases 
of poets, Keats and Francis Thomp- 
son, the soul of the man rose above 
the conditions of his life and produced 
a great poetry. The poetry, however, 
was not the result of the conditions 
of their living. 

“ "There are women in England who 
are writing very good books, very 
good articles, Ward continued, ‘but 
they are not inspired by any asso- 
elation with tlie so-called woman 
movement in their work. Mra. Mey- 
nell is, I think, the greatest of the 
women writers of England; and Mrs. 
Meynell can hardly be considered as 
part of the present phase. She is 
even remote from it.’ 


XPORTS OVER 
TWO BILLIONS. 
Sr" 
REMARKABLE GROWTH THE 
LAST DECADE. 


» Increase Greater Than for the 
Previous Thirty Years—Raw Cot- 
ton Leads the List and fron and 
Steel Have Second Pilace—Over 
One-half Goes to Europe, 


{ Washington Correspondence In- 
dianapolis News:) Exports of mer- 
chandise from the United States made 
a greater advance during the last ten 
years than in the thirty years from 
1873 to 1903. In 1873 the total ex- 
ports were valued at $568,000,000; In 
1903, $1,445,000,000, and in 1913, 
$2,484,000,000—a 
in the thirty years from 1873 to 1903, 
and of approximately $1,000,000, 000 
in ths ten years ended with Decem- 
ber last. 

To this gain of practically $1,000,- 
000,000 in foreign sales of American 
products during the decade ended with 
December, raw cotton and miscel- 
laneous manufacturers, chiefly tron 
and steel, copper, wood and mineral 
oll, were the largest contributors, five 
classes named representing about one- 
half of the total increase during the 
period named. 

The ten leading classes -of articles 
exported from the T’nited States in 
1913. arranged in order of - 
tude and stated in millico:* of dollars, 


are reported by the Bure: of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, De- 
as follows: 


rtment of Commerce, 
Raw cotton, 675; fron and steel, 294; 
breadstuffs, 203; meat and dairy prod- 

161: mineral oila, 149; copper, 

145: wood manufactures, 110; coal 
and coke, 71; leather goods, 60, and 
tobacco, raw and manufactured, 60. 
When to this group are added cars 
and carriages, $58,000,000; cotton 
goods, $56,000,000; agricultural im- 
plements and machinery, $36,000,000; 
fruits and nuts, $34,000,000; electrical 
machinery and appliances, $28,000,- 
000: chemicals, drugs and medicines, 
$27,000,000; naval stores, $22,000,000; 
vegetable oils, $21,000,000; paper and 
manufactures thereof, $21,000,000; 
india rubber manufactures, $14,000,- 
000, and fertilizers, $12,000,000, about 
$0 per cent. of the aggregate exporta- 
tion of the year has been accounted 
for. 
Raw cotton easily kept its leading 
position in the list of American ex- 
ports. On the other hand, breadstuffs 
fell from second position in 1903 to 
third tn 1913; and meat and dairy 
products from third to fourth, each of 
these groups having been 
meantime by fron and steel, which 
advanced from fourth to second place 
during the decade. 
MORE COTTON GOODS UBED. 
Comparing the figures of 1913 with 
those of 1903, raw cotton exports 
gained $196,000,000, or 62 per cent. 
this being a natural result of the 
world’s increasing consumption of cot- 
ton goods, for the manufacture of 
which the United States supplies more 
than two-thirds of the raw material. 
Iron and steel manufactures gained 
$195,000,000, or about 200 per cent.; 
machinery and engines made an af- 
vance of $76,000,000, or more than 
100. per cent.; copper manufactures 
$101,000,000, or about 200 per cent., 
and wood and manufactures therof, 
$52,000,000, or about 90 per cent. 
Breadstuffs barely held their own 
in value of exports during the decade. 
with a gain of $3,000,000, and but for 
the marked advance in barley, oats, 
and rice would actually have declined, 
since the exports of corn fell from 
95,000,000 to 47,000,000, and those of 
wheat from 160,000,000 to 165,000,000 
bushels during the decade. 
Meat and dairy products fell in 
value of exports from 3$181,000,000 to 
$161,000,000 during the period under 
review, and cattle from $38,000,000 to 
$1,000,000. There was mo correspond- 
ing decrease in production of bread- 
stuffs. and food animals, and the 
smaller exportations are therefore 
due, in large measure, to the increas- 
ing proportion of the population en- 
gaged in manufacture, transportation, 
and the non-productive industries, 
thus leaving a small proportion avall- 
able for agricultural pursuits. 

Increased exports are common to 
all branches of American manufac- 
tures. One of the largest gains oc- 
curred in cars and carriages, which 
quintupled during the decade, chiefly 
due to the rapid development of the 
automobile industry during the last 
ten years. Electrical machinery 
trebled, cotton goods doubled, leather 
and manufactures thereof practically 
doubled, and agricultural implements, 
paper manufactures and naval stores 
each increased about 50 per cent. In- 
dia rubber manufactures are two and 
one-half times as great as in 1903, 
fruits and nuts, about 70 per cent. 
more than a decade ago, and proprie- 
tafy medicines are being exported In 
constantly-increasing quantities. 

Europe is the primary destination 
of about three-fifths of our total ex- 
ports. The total to that grand division 
in 1912 was $1,500,000,000, and to all 
other parts of the world, about one 
billion dollars. To North America the 
exports aggregated $601,000,000, of 
which two-thirds'went to Canada: to 
South America, $147,000,000, chiefly 
to Argentina and Brazil; to Asla, 
$126,000,000, of which one-half went 
to Japan and one-fifth to China; to 
Oceania, $82,000,000, chiefly to Aus-

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ROOMS WITH “ATMOSPHERE.” 


The Cubist Epidemic Is Now En- 
croaching Into London Houses With 
Startling Effect. 

[SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONDON, March 14.—Cubist rooms 
are the latest craze in London and 
the fashion threatens to be a general 
and a severe epidemic. 

The Countess of Drogheda'’s Cubist 
room has black walis, black curtains, 
a black celling, and a black carpet. 
The idea of having a black room is 
the Countess’ own. She is very fond 
of the color, and has had a black 
Staircase and black carpets in the 
house since the time of her marriage. 
It is on this black base that Wynd- 


ham Lewis, the great English Cubist, , dis 


has designed his Cubist frieze an 
panels. He declares: 
“Every room has some atmosphere, 
or special quality, or some individual 
spirit about it, and the problem for 
the Cubist is to decorate it in such a 
way as to express its individual qual- 
ity. You do not decorate a room by 
papering it and hanging pictures in 
it, unless the paper and pictures are 
in perfect accord with the spirit of 
the room, its shape, and the purpose 
for which it ts designed. One room 
may demand no decoration at all: an- 
other may require pictures or panels 
or a frieze; in the third the essence 
of the decoration may lie in the cur- 
tains or in the treatment of the cell- 


“For example, an ordinary plains- 
man would probably say that to deco- 
rate any room with a dado of top hats 
and panels of cherrywood umbrellas 
would be mierely silly. It might be 
silly in the case of 9999 rooms but 
maybe there is a ten-thousandth room 
existing somewhere whose individual 
epirit would be perfectly expressed by 
decoration based on top hats and um- 
brellas. That is just an extreme ex- 
ample of what I mean. 

“Get artistic fitness: never mind re- 
alistic convertion. Suppose you were 
filing a space with a design in ‘which. 
fay, there is a man in a top hat, and 
vou find that, drawn realistically. the 
hat is a mass of black which does not 


balance with the rest of the design, | 


then the thing to do is to get it right 


ar a mass of black, even if you get it | 


wrong @6 atop hat. Or if the brim 


of the hat interferes with the har- | 


mony of the scheme, cut off the brim 
and sG achieve artistic fitness instead 
of mere pictorial accuracy. 

“I use the Simnile of the top hat 
merely as a crude example to make 
the point clear, In actual practice the 
more abstract one keeps one’s design 
the more expressive it is. The future 
of art does not lie with the subject 
picture. The subject is in the way. 
It is usually nothing more than a bru- 
tal assault on the feelings; an appeal 
to memory or sentiment and not. to 
one’s sense of artistic fitnoss. This 
does not mean that one necessarily ig- 
nores reality, but that one makes of 
it a means and not an end. 

“For example, in the Countess of 
Drogheda’s room, which is a dining- 
room, I have fused into the design 
suggestions of the shapes of birds. 
fruit, fish, dishes, bowls and so on. 
which help to express the mood and 
purpose of the room, But the whole 
thin is a harmonious and compre- 
hensive design, in which actual reat- 


istic form is quite subsidiary, shape | ™ 


being used primarily for what itis. 
and not for what it represents. 

“I might explain that Cubists are 
not necessarily painters who base de- 
sign entirely on cubes and other geo- 
metrical figures. The idea is rather 
to draw with a certain squareness and 
severe solidarity, a quality character- 
istic of African and Egyptian art and 
sculpture. It conveys a sense of dig- 
nified bulk and durability, and is es- 
sentially decorative.” 

The other afternoon a few well- 
known Cubists gave what they de- 
scribed as a futurist tea party. - For 
half an hour, it seemed the affair 
should have been-described as a soiree 
of the insane. 

All sorts of wild and weira pictures 
adorned the walls, and various scraps 
ef wooden furniture cut into cubes 
and looking most uncomfortable were 
set about the room. Perhape that is 
why of the guests 
sprawied about on the floor 
attitudes.

Bryan versus Roosevelt ft the pro- 
gramme handed out in Washington, 
according to Ray Stannard Baker in 
the American Magazine. Why Bryan? 
he asks, and answers it himself by 
the remark that, as the Democratic 
platform contained a one-term plank 
and therefore pledged the candidate 

the convention te that principle, 
Mr. Wilson will not seek a re-election. 
“Who, then, is the only remaining 
candidate who can lead his party? 
William J. Bryan.” As to Roosevelt,

Senator Joseph W. Bailey of Texas 
believes that history is repeating itself 
by the present Mexican war. and he 
prophesies that ‘the Democratic party 
will go to defeat in 1916 as it did fol- 
lowing the last Mexican war.

Both 
bof the nominees were elected at the 
subsequent elections and within fifteen 
months after inauguration each found 
& Mexican war on his hands.” 

The treaty of peace with Mexico 
Was proclaimed by President Polk 
July 4, 1848. The Presidential elec- 
tion was held the same year and Gen. 
Zachary Taylor was elected President 
by the Whig party, defeating the 

ocTatic and Free Soil candidates 


While the treaty of peace with Mex- 
ico was ratified by the President on 
March 36, 1848, some of the United 
States soldiers in Mexico did not abate 
thelr enthusiasm, but on April 11. 
Lieut. Stone climbed the loftiest peak 
of Mt. Popocatepet] and plagted the 
American flag at an altitude estimated 
at about 14,000 feet, the highest point 


in Mexico. In the following May a 
party of soldiers climbed to the sum- 
mit of Mt. Orizaba, where man had 


never trod before, and planted the 
American flag again at an aititude of 
17,300 feet. A correspondent of the 
New Orleans Delta wrote concerning 
the feat: “On the highest pinnacle of 
the frozen summit of Orizaba wavws 
the Star-Spangled Banner' 80 you 
can tell Mr. Polk, his Cabinet. and all 
Congress assembled, that they may 
pass What they please. make 
treaties, and the Mexicans iesue prw- 
nunciamentos, but still will the 
American fag wave over their coun- 
try, for who will go up to pul! tt 
Gown?” The American flag. which 
now Waves at Vera Cruz, mey again 
wave over the entire, country as it 
did in 1848, when it waved from the 
two loftiest peaks of the country. 


The new system of banking the 
funds of the United States inaugurated

they are compelled to pay 2 per cent. 
interest on their government deposita, 
and the First National Bank, National 
Bank of Commerce. Hanover National 
Bank and the American Exchange Na- 
tlonal Bank have refused to accept 
the deposits, and have asked the 
Treasury Department to close its ac- 
counts.

RAISINS IN THE MENU.

“Raisin Day” was inaugurated to 
encourage the use of raisins as much 
as possible, and all loyal Californians 
should celebrate it by serving this 
California product in as many forms 
as convenient on this day. Some of 
the many methods of serving this 
delicious dried [fruit are here given: 

Raisin Sauce. 

Wash the desired 
raisins and put them to 
night In clean water. In 
ing, put them on the fire in the water 
in which they have soaked and let 
them simmer until perfectly tender. 
Serve ao as any other stewed 
fruit, adding sugar if not sweet 
enough to suit the taste. 


Raisin Breafast Cereal. 

For each cupful of water used in 
cooking the cereal add one-half cup- 
ful of stewed raisins, seeded. Pro- 
ceed with your usual method of pre- 
paring the cereal, adding raisins last, 
and cooking al! together until the 
grain is wou cooked. 


Ralsin Oat Wafers. 

' Cream two tablespoonfuls of butter 
or crisco with six tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, add one wWell-beaten egg, one 
teaspoonful of vanilla, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt, one cupful of 
rolled oats, and one-third cupful of 
chopped seedicess raisins. Trop from 
the spoon on @ well-buttere: tin and 
bake In a moderate oven. 


Raisin Corn Bread. 


Into one quart of salted boiling 
water sift one cupful of corn meal, 
etir until it bolls. then let cook on 
back of range for one hour. Re- 
move from the fire and add one well- 
beaten ege. and one-half cupful of 
seeded raisins, pour into a buttered 
cake pan and bake for twenty min- 
utes in a hot oven. — 

Raisin Short Bread. 

Sift two cupfuls of flour with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt. Rub in 
one and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
shortening, and mix with one-third 
cupful of sweet milk. Flour one 
cupful of seeded raisins and’ work 
them into the dough, place in a shal- 
low pan and bake for one-half. hour. 


Steamed Raisin Bread. 

Two cupfuls of sour milk, one cup- 
ful of molasses, one teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in a spoonful of warm 
water, two cupfuls of chopped rafsins, 
three and one-half cupfuls of whole- 
wheat flour. Mix thoroughly, place 
in a pan and steam for two and one- 
haif hours, then set it In the oven 
and let bake for fifteen minutes,

Raixed HKaisin Bread. 
Dissolve one-half compressed yeast 
in one-half cupful of Warm 
water. Seald two and one-half cup- 
fule of milk, and when cooled add 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, and butter or 
crisco the size of an egg, add the 
yeast, and flour to make a batter. 
Then add one pound of well-floured 
seeded raisins, and sufficient flour to 
knead. Knead atiff, let rise, put into 
pans, let rise again, and bake in a 
Steady oven. 


Raisin Muffins. 

Mix thoroughly two cupfuls of 
sifted flour, one-fourth cupful of 
sugar, two level teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, then add one cupful of small 
seedless raisins, one well-beaten 
one cupful of sweet milk, and two 
tablespoonfuls of soft butter Pour 
into muffin pans and bake for about 
twenty-five minutes. 


Raisin Cakes. 

For a hot bread try these scones. 
Sift together one quart of flour, one 
teaspoonful of salt, three teaspoonfuls 
ef bakiha powder, and two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, rub in two 
heaping tablespoonfulsa of butter, stir 
in one secant cupful of Sultana raising. 
Mix to a soft dough with sweet milk, 
and roll out one tnch thick. Fit the 
sheet of dough to a well-buttered ple 
plate, cut almost through in two long 
slashes, so that it will be divided into 
quarters. Brush over the top with 
milk in which a little sugar has been 
diseolved, and bake tn a hot oven. As 
soon as done, break the circular cake 
into the marked quarters, tear open 
each scone, lay Ir a generous piece of

butter, put together again and pile 
on a het plate and *erve at once, 
Raisin Puffs.

When baking bread allow one 
pound of the dough for buns. Work 
into it one tablespoonful of butter, 
roll out one-fourth inch thick, spread 
with butter, add a generous layer of 
chopped seediess raisins, sprinkle 
well with sugar, dust with cinnamon, 
then reli up the sheet of dough close- 
ly, cut across in slices one inch thick, 
lay on well-buttered pana, let rise un- 
til they are double their original size, 
then bake. Ice them when removed 
from the oven. 

Raisin Bread Pudding. 

Take stale bread or biscuits, cut 
fine, add an equal quantity of seeded 
raisins, add enough het water (te 
thoroughly moisten the bread, when 
soft, grate over a little nutmeg, add 
a pinch of salt, stir weil, and bake in 
a buttered dish. Heap in saucers, 
and pour over sweet cream flavored 
with lemon. 


Iced Raisin Pudding. 

Simmer twelve ounces of seeded 
raisins for fifteen minutes in one 
quart of milk or cream, with a small 
stick of cinnamon. Blanch one- 
fourth pound of almonds and pound 
them fine in a mortar with a few 
drops of rose-water. Slice thin two 
ounces each of preserved ginger and 
citron. Strain the milk from the 
raisins and cinnamon and return it to 
the fire, stir in the yolks of four eggs 
beaten to a cream with one-haif 
pound of powdered sugar; when it 
begins to thicken, remove from the 
fire. When cold, add the frult and 
almonds, with one quart of sweet- 
ened cream. Put all inte a freezer 
and freeze... Serve with whipped 
cream.

Lewis H. Schwaebe, one of the 
candidates for supervisor in the Sec- 
ond District, closed his four weeks 
of campaigning before a meeting last 
night at Korbel!

IN ARIZONA. 


Few of Them Interested in 
Current War Talk. 


— 


Governor Withdraws Troops 
from Border Patrol. 


Indians and Women Among 
Those Who V olunteer. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 28.—The 
Mexican troubles bother Arizona very 
little, save on the southern border, | 
where refugees from Sonora are 
pouring in. At Nogales yesterday 


the mining camps along the Sonora 
railway. Any war scare there might 
have been had quick subsidence, as 
there is no possibility of either inva- 
sién or of trouble from the Mexican 
residents of any of the Arizona towns. 
The latter, when interrogated con- 
cerning the attitude of their people 
here, are quick to term themselves 
“pacificos,” and they are making even 
less trouble than usual for the police. 
It is probable that in and around 
Phoenix are 2000 Spanish-speaking 
residents, but few of them seem to 
manifest much interest In the doings 
south of the line. Directed at the 
Arizona Mexicans, Gov. Hunt has is- 
sued a proclamation in which he gives 
assurance of the intent of the State 
“to maintain toward every foreign res- 
ident. . . . Such an attitude of 
guardianship, protection and justice as 
ordinarily characterizes the State's 
demeanor in time of peace toward its 
acknowledged individual residents; ac- 
cording them al! usual and reasonable 
privileges and every safeguard of se- 
curity compatible with the public 
peace and safety.” 
TROOPS ORDERED BACK. 

While the Governor has shown even 
eagerness to order out the State forces 
to guard the frontier, no acceptance 
has come from the War Department 
and orders have accordingly been is- 
sued withdrawing from service two 
companies of the National Guard at 
Yuma, which have been patrolling the 
irrigation system south of that town. 
Two hundred Yuma citizens have en- 
rolied themselves into a home guard. 

There has been some apprehension 
over the safety of the Salt River irri- 
gation works, but guards have beep 
placed by the Reclamation Service at 
all important points, such as the pow- 
er-houses and sluice gates at the 
Roosevelt dam. 


INDIAN VOLUNTEERS. 


Possibly half the adult male popu- 
Jlation of Arizona already has been 
“offered” the War Department by en- 
thusiastic patriots, many of them with- 
out military themselves. In 
nearly every fm are tentative vol- 
unteer supplementing 
the National Guard. One especially 
interesting offer was that of Agent 
H. J. MeQuigg of the Papago Reser- 
vation, south of Tucson, who assured 
the Governor he had assurances from 
the tribeamen that they would gather 
400 strong to be enlisted to fight the 
Mexicans. The Papagos are a sturdy 
race, devout Catholica, and generally 
speak Spanish, rather than Enelish. 
Pima and Maricopa Indians who have 
attended the Phoenix Indian School 
also are deeply interested and at least 
four companies of well-drilled men 
could be secured from the reserva- 
tion near Phoenix. Mra. N. D. Bray- 
ton, wife of a Miami physician, has 
added novelty in the offer of a com- 
pany of frontier women, who, she 
says, patriotic, hardy, and good 
rifle shots. The newly-organized Phoe- 
nix camp of Spanish War Veterans 
has been offered by Commander F. 
Cc. Struckmeyer.

advisable for him to take the 
chances. 

“LONG-TIME” LOAN UNKNOWN. 

The “long-time” loan in any but 
its narrowest sense is unknown at 
present in the United States. A 
farmer. may, it is true, borrow 
money by mortgaging his farm. Oc- 
casionally he can do this for as 
long as five years, and at an interest 
rate as low as 6 or 7 per cent. More 
often he will have difficulty, in get- 
ting money for more than a year 
or two, and may have to pay 8 or 
10 per cent. for it. Now and then 
in the West, and especially in Cali- 
fornia, one hearse of a man buying 
a piece of land for, say, $5000, pay- 
ing $1000 down, giving a mortgage 
for the balance, and paying. the 
whole of the latter off from the 
proceeds of his crops within three or 
four or five years. This kind of thing 
is not any too common, however, for 
the chances are almost invariable 
that the man buying in this way will 
be so cramped for funds for equip- 
ment and operation, that, although 
he almost always wins out in the 
end, he only does so after he has 
paid the money lenders as much or 
more than the principal in interest. 
He wins in spite of, not because of 
the money lenders, and in any event 
his success is far less pronounced, as 
well as much longer delayed, than 
if he had to pay only a fair return 
for the service rendered him; than 
if, for instance, as he might have 
done in Germany or France, he had 
borrowed the money for twenty-five, 
or even fifty years, and by paying 
from 4 to 5 per cent. a year on it 
been able to discharge the whole 
obligation, principal and interest, at 
the end of that time. 

There is every reason to expect 
that, partly through government en- 
couragement, but mostivy through 
the efforts of the farmers themselves, 
& system will be evolved within the 
next year or two, which will make 
both long and short-time loans 
much easier for the man on the land 
to obtain than at the present time. 
STATES LAGS HEHIND. 

Since practically nothing has been 
done in the United States in the way 
of establishing a proper system of 
agricultural credit, and since almost 
every country of Europe has one or 
more evstems of this character in 
successfu!) operation, it is only 
natural that this country should 


to institute a system of its own. In- 
calculable good had been wrought 
in Germany. France, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Italy, Switzerland, Spain, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Denmark, Great 
Britain and even Ruesia by various 
forms of agricultural banks but the 
Systems of France and Germany 
have been so much more comp)«te!: 
developed than those of the other 
countries that a «urvey of severa 
of the most importont of them w!!! 
reveal the most salient and useful 
features of all. The great difference 
In the character of the agricultural 
and economic probleme of § the 
American and European farmers, to 
say nothing of the divergent na- 
tures of the farmers themeelves. 
make it Impossible that wven the 
mort successful of the systems of 
that continent, nor vet even the best 
features of a number of them. could 
be adopted in this country without 
considerable modification In aeplite 
of this fact, a study of the European 
credit systems, made with due allow- 
ances for the divergent conditions, is 
the logical way to avold pitfalls and 
attain success in planning a system 
sulted for our own special condi- 
tions. 

What Ambasandor Herrick; who 
has given considerable study to agri- 
cultural credits, believes are the prin- 
cipal features of the Furopean sys- 
tems worthy of investigation from the 
American standpoint, are, first, the 
principle of “amortization,” by which 
a long-term loan is, made to pay off 
the principal as well as the interest. 
(These are made in Europe, covering 
decades of time. and in this way the 
annual payment on the principal ts# 
®o Small as not to be a burden wpon 
the borrower.) Second, the creating 
of debentures. which are handled by 
co-operative banks, in such @ Way 
that long-term loans are acceptable 
investments to both large and small 
investors at a réTatively low rate of 
interest. Third, the principle of “open 
account” credit. by which a farmer 
may have hie security recognized as 
valid to a certain amount, of which 
he may draw what he finde it nec- 
essary to use, and pay interest only 
on the amonont actually used during 
the time he found it ne essary, te 
use it. (inetead of itheine carried by 


a local bank charg'f¢ a hich rate of 
interest, the farmen may thus have 
from the co-operative institution of 
which he is a member, such money 
as he needa, with kf minimum dis- 
eount and expenses, and at a low 
rate 

GERMANY'S CREDIT SYSTEM. 

Germany has agritultural systems 
too humerous to mention, but the 
one which has won the greatest suc- 
cess at home and attracted the moat 
attention of observers from abroad, is 
the one called ‘‘raiffeisen.”” They take 
their name from their founder, a na- 
tive of the emall village of Neuwied, 
on the ithine, who, sixty years ago, 
to protect the villagers from loan 
sharks, established the firat Ralffeisen 
bank. success demonstrated ‘two 
things; first, that honest people can 
protect athermse ives from oppression 
and exactions ty eoming together in 
avery simple way and agreeing to 
Stand together, “one for all, and all 
for one.’ The demonstration of this 
Simple fact led to manifestations of 
power and ability which RKaiffeisen 
probably never dreamed of—namely, 
that people who can make their whole 
community financially sound and in- 
dustriously prosperous by pooling 
their savings and ‘lending to each 
Other, can go much farther and can 
Secure their proper proiit' from pro- 
duction by buying supplies for each 
other and by selling products for 
each other. The outcome of this lis 
the fact that agricultural communi- 
ties In all parts of Europe are ftinanc- 
ing and doing business for them- 
selves. America, as outlined in my

Practically all of the German agri- 
cultural credit instiLutions are a de- 
velopment of the Raiffeisen idea. 
They may be described as existing in 
the form of a “pyramid,” (on a plan 
similar to the fruit exchanges of Call- 
fornia,) composed af local co-opera- 
tive societies, central societies operat- 
ing generally over a@ province or ad- 
ministrative district, and a main cen 
tral society, as the “apex,”’ at Ber- 


Every farmer joining a local so- 
clety assumes liability for its debts 
In other words, he signs over his 
credit to the soctety and with this 
collective liability or credit as secur- 
ity the soctety contracts loans and 
solicits saving deposits. There may 
also be a cash capital sulscribed or 
a cash reserve built up to serve as 
security. in addition ‘to the collective 
liability which forms:the chief secur- 
itv. The funda thus secured are 
loaned to the society by its members. 
A rate of interest is charged mem- 
bers on such loans sufficiently above 
the rate paid by the society to credit- 
ore to cover the expenses of the bank 
and leave enough over for reserve 


or other purposes.

[Collier's Weekly:] Clear the way 
for the young men. They are enter- 
ing “the strong, flourishing and beau- 
tiful age of man’s life.”

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“The ideal amortization land mort- 
Sage system for the United States 
must embody the following objectives: 
(a) Perfect safety to investors in 
amortization mortgage bonds; (b) 
simplicity; (c) directness in dealing 
with borrowers; (d) a minimum cost 
for operations; («) perfect confidence 
in bonds on part of financial world; 
(f) the lowest market rate on inter- 
est to the borrower; (g¢) the longest 
possible number of years for repay- 
ment; (h) no lessening of initiative 
on the part of the borrower. 

“The following proposed amortiza- 
tion land mortgage system closely ap- 
proximates these objectives: 

“(1.) That the postal savings 
bank laws be amended authorizing 
the postal savings banks to receive 
long-term deposita for such periods 
as may hereafter be determined upon 
as well as to continue receiving ‘call 
deposits; the term deposits 
to bear such rate of increased interest 
as may hereafter be determined, and 
to be uged in buying amortization land 
mortgage bonds. 

“(2.) That whenever and wherever 
there are a sufficient number of citi- 
zens in a community or State who de- 
sire to avail themeeclves of cheap 
money on long-term repayments, they 
may organize a iocal credit associa- 
tion with such membership as may be 
by them agreed upon—not to exceed, 
say, $100—-which is to be pald into 
the association in such installments ag 
they may determine; the credit aaso- 
clations to be organized under rules 
and regulations established by Con- 


That the credit associations 
take amortization mortgages on the 
lands or properties of members, pay- 
able in annual installments up to, say, 
thirty-three years, on a basis not to 
exceed 50 per cent. of ita value. Such 
value to be determined by such expert 
appraisement as will be satisfactory 
to the postal banking department. 

“(4.) That the posta! savings bank 
department be authorized to place in 


various parts of the country sume of 
money from its term deposits, with 
reputable banks, said deposits to be 
used as follows: 

“That the credit association itasue 
guaranteed bonds to cover the face 
value of such mortgages as may be 
taken by it on land of its members, 
these to be bought by banks having on 
deposit moneys transferred by postal 
savings bank for that purpose. Said 
bonds to bear same rate of interest 
as may be paid postal savings bank 
to depositors, plus, say, % per cent., 
to cover cost of administration, plus, 
say, 1 per cent. as compensation_to 
said banks for services, plus the an- 
nual amortization payment. 

“(5.) That sald mortgage bonds 
may be cashed by the postal sav- 
ings banke whenever local banks 
may require additional money for the 
purchase of additional land mortgage 
bonds. 

“Under this plan the postal savings 
bank will be secured by (a) margin 
of 56 per cent. on value of land; (b) 
reserve fund created by membership 
fees; stockholders’ liability of 
members of credit associations; (d)

construed to forbid the existence and 
operation of fraternal, labor, con- 
sumers, agricultural or horticultural 
organizations; orders or associations 
operating under the lodge system in- 
stituted for the purposes of mutual 
help and not having capital stock or 
conducted for profit, or to forbid or 
restrain individual members of such 
orders or associations from carrying 
out the legitimate objects of such as- 
sociations.” 

There is no occasion for supp! e- 
menting existing laws with these 
meaningless words, any more than for 
appending to any law a declaration 
that it shall not be construed to ap- 
ply to anything which does not come 
under it. 

This would leave the existing anti- 
trust law with precisely the meaning 
that it now bas; and, if any organiza- 
tion or association, however definod, 
should make of itself a combination 
in restraint of trade or commerce or 
a monopoly. whether in the c ntrol 
of labor or of capifal, it would there- 
by render its action illegal and sub- 
ject those engaged in it to the pre- 
scribed penalty. There is no reason 
why this should not be so, for, if the 
harm is done which it is the purpose 
of the law to prevent, it should rake 
no ‘difference _who perpetrates it. 
There should be equality before the 
law, and there is no more reason 
why labor organizations or farmers’ 
organizations or orders ang associa- 
tions under the lodge system, rhould 
be infmune than manufacturers’ or-, 
ganizations or trade associations. It 
is the injury which it is the purpose 
of the law to prevent and not the in- 
jury by any particular set of men. 


New York's Windowless Homes. 


(Century Magazine:} Into. the 
homes of the people NWeht and air 
have penetrated, and they ave ac- 
quired legal claims, writes Jacob A.

In his eagerness to make a high 
mark Irwin almost stalled his motor 
several times. 

The trip reading of the Warner 
speedometer showed 4221 miles as the 
test was begun. At the finish the 
total reading was 4256 miles. This, 
by substraction, shows a mileage of 
thirty-five exactly.

tice — a number almost negligible. To these might be added about 
25,000 boys who have had indoor gallery practice of some sort or other. 

The United States Government has so far aided in remedying this 
condition only by the appropriation of $30,000 annually for ammuni- 
tion for students of educational institutions to which officers of the 
—— army are detailed as instructors, and in allowing rifle clubs 

ted with the National Rifle Association to purchase arms at cost. 
Only a small number of rifles have been sold for this purpose. If as 
many as two persons used each rifle sold, the total number would 
not exceed 4,000. 

There is now a bill before Congress to appropriate $100,000 for the 
promotion of rifle practice in public schools, colleges, universities and 
civilian rifle clubs. If properly applied this will be of great help. Of 
the different educational institutions the public schools are the most 
important, not only on account of the greater number of students, but 
on account of the age of the students. Shooting in schools of this class 
should be made compulsory to the extent of at least two hundred 
rounds per boy, .22 caliber gallery rifle, with the necessary preliminary 
sighting and aiming drills, in such states as will so provide for by law. 
The National Board for the promotion of rifle practice is recommended 
to have supervision of this work and superintend such competitions as 
may be prescribed. These competitions to be similar to those now in 
force where the prospective teams shoot on their own home ranges.

ranges. This practice will be con- 
fined for the purposes of this act 
to ranges not over six hundred 
yards, not to exceed one hundred 
rounds per man, and the same 
provisions as before in regard

their country,. is so apparent. 
Every male citizen of the United 
States is, by constitutional law, 
a member of the unorganized 
militia and, in time of war, may 
be called upon to serve in the 
land forces of his country. It is 
therefore every man’s or boy's 
duty as a good citizen to prepare 
himself to perform the service 
with credit to himself and the 
greatest amount of benefit to his 
country. 
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HOLD the alarming growth of the power of the 
president! If it keeps on, shall we not have a 
dictator? Such is the exclamation uttered, such 
the question asked, even by thoughtful men when- 
ever an American president seems to be making 
headway with a program which he has mapped out or 
with which his name has* become identified. The partisan orator, of 
course, makes lurid use of it on the stump; and at each of these 
periods most of us seem to accept it as true that the powers of the 
presidency are growing and that there is great danger in their 
expansion. 

As a matter of fact, the powers the chief executive actually exercises 
are not nearly so greet as those given him by our fundamental 
law. For the constitution lodges all the exeeutive powers of our 
government in the hands,of the president. His office: is self- 
executing and he is responsible to nobody but the people as to 
how he executes it. Congress has no control whatever over him 
excepting by impeachment, which is all but impossible of practical 
He can defy the courts, as Jefferson did, or disregard 4

Contrary to the constitution, the American president has come to be the 
supreme representative ‘of a political party. He is a party president and not a 
people’s president. If it were possible for us under our eou-stitution to have a 
party government, responsible to the people, this facet would, in reality, give 
the president vegy great power and simplify as well as popularize our govern- 
ment tremendously. Bat it is only once in a while that a party government is 
possible under the constitution. Even during such few and short spaces of 
party government it is impossible for us to have a responsible party govern- 
ment as every other free country in the world does have. ue

finds himself with the power of the head of the government in Canada, Great 
Britain, France, or any other modern parliamentary government.

But, of course, this balancing cannot go on for- 
ever. or later Mr. Wilson must take his 
stand on the one side or the other.

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president's real strength, if indeed, it does not take 
away from it; for the Senate has guarded its 
power over these foreign compacts with greater 
jealousy than any of its other prerogatives. Time 
and again the Senate has vitally changed treaties 
carefully framed by the executive department and 
urged with all the influence, power, and prestige of 
the presidency. In the case of the Hay-Paineeforte 
treaty, so strong and adroit a president as MeKinley 
and so able and resourceful a secretary of state as 
Mr. Hay were not able to save it; but it was radi- 
eally changed and that, too, at the eleventh hour 
when a recent poll of the Senate showed that a 
majority of that bedy were in favor of it. Many 
instances have occurred where an administration 
was brought in humiliation to its knees, by the 
action of the Senate upon a treaty, upon which 
the president was determined and when he had the 
country back of him. Charles Sumner almost 
single handed and alone defeated Grant's San Do- 
mingo treaty, which had been sent to the Senate 
with the ablest message Grant ever sent to the Sen- 
ate or to Congress. 

The appointment of Justices of the Supreme 
Court and Judges of the federal courts has been 
thought to be a power so vast and far reaching 
as to give the president an actual control of the 
judiciary. But here, again, fact overthrows theory. 
When Cleveland was at the height of his power 
Senator Hill was strong enough to defeat Mr. 
Hornblower for the Supreme Court; and the same 
thing can happen whenever any senator of great 
strength and address can get a few other sena- 
ters to stand by him in making a sturdy fight. 
Even where the president's appointment of 
judges is confirmed by the Senate the chief 
executive has more often been disappointed 
in the result than he has been gratified. 

A striking example of this eurious truth 
was the appointment by Jefferson of Justice 
“Story to the Supreme Bench. Story was ap- 
pointed because he was the ablest and most 
determined of Jefferson's party in New Eng- 
land; and he was selected carefully for the 
express purpose of putting on the Supreme 
Bench a judge who could balance and coun- 
teract the dominance of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, whem Jefferson hated and whose con- 
stitutional theories he disapproved. Yet. no 
sooner had Story taken his seat than he be- 
came the most powerful ally that Marshall 
had and the most effective foe of the very 
constitutional theory which he was ap- 
pointed on the bench to champion. 

laterally dozens of cases less conspicuous, 
but no less clearly defined than this, can be 
given of appointments of Justices of the Su- 
- preme Court and Judges of the Federal courts 
who, when actually on the bench, took positions 
diametrically opposed to those whieh the president 
appomtiumg these judges thought they would take. 
The only prominent case to the coutrary was the 
packing of the Supreme Beneh by President Grant 
to secure the deemion desired by the administration 
in the legal tender cases; but this was made possible 
only by the great national emergency. 


1K power of the president to appoint postmas- 

ters and revenue agents and other like officers 
vives him infinitely greater strength than his power 
to appoint ambassadors, ministers, consuls, Justices 
of the Supreme Court, or judges of the federal 
courts, For these small and loeal offices are made 
a Vital part of the party machinery. It is through 
this ageney that the president has often brought 
about his own determined party 
poles, and even influenced legislation. The most 
striking lustration of the use of the elub of patron- 
age over congress to get that body lo pass a law 
which it did not want to pass but which the presi- 
dent wanted it to pass was the case of repeal of 
the Silver Purchase clause by congress under Presi 
dent Cleveland was vsed 
openly ana effectively livdeed, ne eut has 
failed to avail limeelf of this real and econ- 
erele power The appomtment 
postmasters and other officers is constantly before 
the eves eongressinen and and is a 
sleepless fluence m our national legislation and 
the practical conduct of our national government.

upon this subject. Some scholars have 
proved that the power of the presi- 
dent is gauged by the strength of his 
personality; and others have demon- 
strated that the extent of the power 
of the president depended on whether 
he took sound and right positions on 
the questions he had to deal with. 

For example, no more dominant: 
willed man than Grover Cleveland 
ever occupied the presidential chair 
and yet his power was broken as if 
it were a rotten reed. Also he was 
absolutely right in his stand in favor 
|of honest money and Mr. Bryan was 
comically wrong; yet, this was the 
most dangerous rock of the reef on 
which Mr. Cleveland's political for- 
tunes were wrecked, and at the same 
time the stepping-stone on which Mr. 
Bryan mounted to popularity. John- 
80h was a strong personality; yet, he 
was cut off at the beginning of it and 
his political life ended in disgrace. 
The most towering personality in our 
history is that of Washington, and 
his foreign policy was without a 
flaw; yet, it was this very thing that 
brought him to the end of his second 
term the best hated by a great body 
of the people and the most reviled 
man of all our presidents excepting 
only Lincoln. 


O* THE contrary, the personality of 
Madison was as colorless as his in- 
tellect was splendid, and some of the 
positions he took as for example, his 
veto of the first internal improve- 
ment bill, were ridiculously er- 
roneous; yet he went through two 
terms with undiminished reputation 
and died a beloved and historic fig- 
ure. Monroe, with very small natural 
ability, with an obstinate and an un- 
impressive personality was more 
often wrong than he was right and 
sometimes even base, as for example 
in his French Mission and attack 
on Washington. Yet, he too, rode out 
two terms with comparative ease and 
managed to get his name attached 
to a great national doctrine of the 
far reaching meaning and develop- 
ment of which he had no more con. 
ception than an Eskimo. 

The character of congress — the 
ability, vigor, and information of 
members of the House and Senate — 
has as much to do with the power of 
the president as the masterfulness 
of the chief executive. A congress In 
which there is a large proportion of 
new members is uncertain of itself; 
especially when it comes in as a 
change of party contro! with a presi- 
dent of the same party, such a new 
congress yields readily to his sugges- 
tions. But the same congress two
